Many of 
these are independent dynasties of them- 
selves. They promulgate edicts and issue 
assessments affecting the industries which 
they are named to regulate, fixing the 
amount of tribute they elect to receive. 
The private citizen who falls to obey the 
edicts and pay the assessments is made by 
the law a public malefactor and may be 
fined and imprisoned at the behest of the 
commission whose totem pole he failed to 
salute. 

Apologists for the bureaucrats have urged 
in mitigation of their offenses that most 
of the State taxes are paid by corporations 
and that private citizens are not affected. 
But they are silent as to the source from 
which the corporationg receive the money 
that they turn over to the State in the form 
of taxes. That money all comes from the 
earnings of private citizens in payment for 
service. And private citizens must pay the 
share of city and county taxes which the 
corporations should pay, but from which 
they are exempt—all their tax money going 
to the State. 

This year the burden fs more grievous 
than ever before by reason of the other ez 
penses occasioned by the war. But it is not 
against the war taxes that the private eit! 
zen protests. Reduced to its elementary 
formula the problem of the war to the tax- 
payer is this: either the Prussian military 
machine must be destroyed in the present 
war or the United States must go to three- 


against powerful neighbors whose enmity 
she has aroused. The cost of that three 
year service in time of peace be 
enormous. Viewed solely from 
point of ecomomy, ft is much cheaper 
pay the cost of forcing a general disarma- 
ment. If one powerful nation is permitted 
to carry a gun all must go armed, and the 
cost of such permanent armament is stag- 
gering to contemplate. So the average eit! 
sen is not groaning about war expense; he 
feels that the result will justify many times 
the initial outlay. No more patriotic dis- 
play has been made during recent years 
than the cheerful, nonchalant way in which 
the American public has subscribed fot war 
bonds, paid its war taxes and supported fhe 
Red Cross. 

But thie patriotic spirit does not extend 
to the support of the neediess State, county 
and municipal bureaucrats. After he has 
done his part to furnish fuel for the torch 
of democracy the average man objects to 
scraping the bottom of the sack to dig up 
his part of the price of the most expensive 
State and local bureaucracy in the history 
of modern States. Some of the counties 
have succeeded in reducing expenses thie 
year in order to lighten the war burden; 
but the State administration seems to be 
stil! running full speed ahead. The worst 
of it all ie that the ones hit hardest are 
those who are forced to make the greatest 
sacrifices by reason of the increased cost 
of living.

Stung! 
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RESIDENT WIILSON'S ADDRESS TO 
THE AMERICAN FEDERA- 
TION OF LABOR. 

In direct, vigorous and scholarly lan- 
guage President Wilson at Buffalo last Mon- 
day defined clearly his attitude on the two 
Most important issues at present before 
the nation: America's duty to mankind and 
labor's duty to America. His unmistakable 
expressions as to the freedom of the world 
and the freedom of labor, with the clarity 
and pointedness of his phrases, will cause 
this address to rank as not the least nota- 
ble of his many historic utterances. 

No one can mistake the meaning of such 
words as these from the President: “While 
we are fighting for freedom, we must see 
among other things that labor is free. We 
must see to it that the instrumentalities by 
whith the conditions of labor are improved 
are not blocked and checked.” When the 
President adds to this, “We will see that 
the power of this country and the produc- 
tivity of this country is raised to its abso- 
lute marimum and that absolutely nobody 
is allowed to stand in the way of i,” we 
read therein a stern rebuke for the strikers 
and the disturbers during the present strain 


of war n 

the President points out the 
fatuousness of dreams that suppose “the 
free industry and enterprise of the world 
can continue if the Pan<lerman plan is 
achieved and the German power fastened 
upon the world;” he adds that world power 
was the final goal of the Prussian aristoc 
racy and that the German leaders only 
looked upon their commercial and intellec- 
tual growth as means to that end are facts 
the representatives of American labor 
should never lose sight of. The President 
drives these things home. “The war was 
started by Germany. Her authorities deny 
that they started it. But I am willing to 
let the statement I have just made await 
the verdict of history.” So uncompromising 


I declaration coming from so prudent and 


thoughtful a statesman—one who, in such 
a case, we can rightly call the most un- 
prejudiced judge as well as the best-in- 
formed advocate—should settle all remain- 
ing doubts on this much-disputed question. 

Both in the style of his address and his 
lines of argument the President diplomat- 
ically adjusts himself to the sympathies of 
his audience. At the same time he is un- 
sparing in his denunciations of those who 
for selfish ends would impede or cripple 
the forces of democracy. “I have been very 
much distressed, my fellow-citizens,” he 
says, by some of the things that have hap- 
pened recently. The mob spirit is display- 
ing itself here and there in this country. 
There are some organizations in 
this country whose object is anarchy an‘ 
the destruction of all law. I despise 
and hate their purposes, but I respect the 
ancient processes of justice. I would be 
too proud not to see them done justice, 
however wrong they are. And I want to 
utter my earnest protest against any mani- 
festation of the spirit of lawlessness any- 
where or in any cause.” 

In the conclusion of his address the Pres- 
dent makes a strong plea for the get-togeth- 
er spirit—especially between capital and la- 
bor. Mutual conferences instead of secrecy 
and separation are his chief panaceas in 
case of disagreements between employers 
and employees. “Let us show ourselves 


Americans by showing that we do not want 
to go off in separate camps or groups 
by ourselves, but that we want to co 
operate with all other classes and all 
other groups in a common enterprise which 
is to release the spirit of the world from 
bondage. I would be willing to set that 
up as the final test of an American.” 

Through all the President's appeal to the 
labor of the land, while the human note is 
always uppermost, there rings a steady and 
insistent caution against the spirit of ldw- 
lessness. He grapples, as the anchor of 
democracy, the saying that no man can be 
above the law, for, by admitting such a 
heresy, Germany has plunged the whole 
world into the present bloody conflict. 
“And,” adds the President, “some of the 
processes by which the struggle between 
capital and labor is carried on are processes 
that COME VERY NEAR TO TAKING THE 
LAW INTO YOUR OWN HANDS.” 

We hope the leaders as well as the rank 
and file of labor-union organizations will 
read, mark, learn and inwardly digest every 
word in the President's masterly address. 
They came from the heart of the world’s 
greatest humanitarian. In his own way 
President Wilson said to the labor unions 
what The Times IN ITS WAY has for so 
long been telling them.
